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SIZING  UP  THE  PROF 

One  of  the  surest  roads  to  scholastic  success  is 
to  size  up  your  professors  correctly  the  first  day  of 
school.  The  following  simple  rules  are  the  result 
of  long  and  painstaking  observation  and  should 
prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the  conscientious  stu- 
dent. 

If  the  professor  begins  the  year  by  keeping  the 
class  the  full  period  and  handing  out  a  copious 
assignment,  he  should  be  set  down  as  one  who  will 
work  his  class  very  hard.

RULES   AND   REGULATIONS   FOR  NEW 
INSTRUCTORS 

1.  Instructors  should  exercise  the  greatest  care 
in  the  selection  of  examination  questions.  Foot- 
notes are  admirably  designed  for  such  use,  as  stu- 
dents almost  invariably  neglect  to  read  them. 

2.  Instructors  are  asked  to  co-operate  with  the 
athletic  staff  in  keeping  their  men  in  condition.

1797-1878 

Born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  became  teacher  of  mathe- 
matics and  physics  in  Albany 
Academy.  Leading  American 
physicist  of  his  time.  First 
director  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.
